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Librarian’s Report . . . 
1952-1953 


From January 1952 to January 1953 the library has loaned 
2,962 books and 639 magazines. Forty-one library cards have 
been issued. 


Ninety-two new books have been added to the library. Of 
these, 14 were presented and 13 purchased with payshelf funds. 
Thirty-six of the books have been for the children’s section. 
Twelve magazines are also available, four of these are for the 
children’s table. The children have made use of the library for 
general reading as well as study. 


The book committee has met several times. Besides choosing 
new books, work was done in the basement sorting old books 
and magazines. Those unfit for use were donated to the scrap 
drive. Some books were donated to the South Solon Community 
Organization. Old magazines were given to our schools and also 
to individuals who requested them. 


A beginning has been made in preparing the basement for 
greater use. New shelves were constructed there by direction 
of the trustees and books will be transferred to the basement 
from upstairs. This will provide needed room on the regular 
shelves.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 3, Revised Statutes of 
1944, and at your request, the records of the Town of Solon have 
been audited for the fiscal year ended February 15, 1952, and 
all accounts relative to the 1952 taxes. The examination was 
conducted by Roscoe M. Parsons and Paul H. Allen of the De- 
partment of Audit. 


In the course of the examination certain conditions were 
noted which indicated additional work would be required before 
a final report of audit could be made. Therefore the audit was 
extended to cover the examination of 1952 taxes. 


The audit reveals that certain tax collections were deficient 
at the time of the original cash count. However, subsequent 
analysis indicates the deficiencies totaling $1,510.95 had been 
deposited by the Collector to the credit of the Town. 


Further details pertaining to the audit findings are incorpora- 
ted in this report, copies of which are being filed with the Gov- 
ernor and Attorney General as required by law.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF SOLON 
February 16, 1951 to February 15, 1952 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Solon has 
been completed for the fiscal year ended February 15, 1952. The 
audit included an examination of the records maintained by the 
Assessors, Selectmen, Town Clerk, Treasurer and Tax Collector. 
It also included a review of the Tax Collector’s records for the 
period February 16 to August 26, 1952 in accordance with a 
subsequent request of the Municipal Officers. This was made as 
a result of apparent irregularities noted in the accounts of the 
1952 Tax Collector. 


The examination disclosed that as of August 26, 1952, defi- 
ciences in the accounts of the 1952 Tax Collector amounted to 
$1,510.95 which is summarized as follows:

Subsequent to August 26, 1952, the total amount of the defi- 
ciencies was deposited with the Town Treasurer by the Tax 
Collector. 


On August 26, 1952 the Tax Collector’s cash was counted and 
was represented to be all tax monies on hand. The actual count 
of cash at that time totaled $493.49. Again, on August 29, 1952, 
a physical count of cash was made and at this time it totaled 
$1,510.20, an increase of $1,016.71 over the August 26 count. 
The increase was occasioned principally by additional currency 
amounting to $549.00 and a check of $442.00 issued by A. E. 
Webb payable to and endorsed by J. L. Foss under date of Au- 
gust 18, 1952, and which the Tax Collector stated had been 
cashed from tax monies received. This money did not repre- 
sent any cash receipts collected subsequent to August 26, 1952. 


On September 8, 1952, the Tax Collector stated that the check 
in the amount of $442.00 represented a personal loan and was 
obtained to replace tax monies which had been used. The Col- 
lector also explained that the additional currency, noted during 


AT 


the second count of cash, was at his home when the cash was 
first verified on August 26, 1952. However, the signed state- 
ment by the Collector, listing the cash on hand August 26, 1952, 
does not coincide with this explanation. 


Due to the fact that all verification notices, which have been 
circulated by the State Department of Audit have not been re- 
turned, the pregoing summary of deficiences may be subject to 
change. 


The following deficiences as noted in the records of the 1952 
Tax Collector are: 


An amount totaling $46.00 was found due the town as 
substantiated by unnumbered receipts issued by the 


Collector. 
1951 Supplemental Taxes ........ $ 6.00 
1952 Taxes (Partial Payment) .. 40.00 


$ 46.00 


These monies had not been accounted for on the records 
of the town. (Schedule H-3) 


An amount of $459.51 was determined to be due the 
town from the Collector and represents paid taxes 
which were so noted on the Collector’s commitment 
book, but for which no official receipt or return was 
found. Verification returns indicated that most of these 
collections had been paid by the taxpayers with cash. 
(Schedule H-3) 


Mathematical errors in the amount of $69.73 were 
noted in the accounts of the Collector, and this amount 
is due the town. 


An amount of $1,429.20 was determined to be due the 
town as of August 26, 1952 and represent tax collec- 
tions from July 22 through August 26, 1952. Cash on 
hand, as verified by physical count on August 26, 1952, 
was only $493.49. 


The total of the Tax Collector’s liability to the town as of 
August 26, 1952 was $2, 004.44. Cash on hand at the same date 
amounted to $493.49 thereby making a net deficiency of $1,510.95 
due from the Collector. 

Consideration has been given to an amount of $60.60 remitted 
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to the Treasurer in error. Mail verification acknowledged by a 
taxpayer revealed this amount as still outstanding although 
indicated as paid by the Collector. 


It was noted in the Collector’s remittance to the Town Treas- 
urer of August 138, 1952 that four checks totaling $690.82 were 
deposited for settlement of tax receipts No. 63 to No. 84 and 
excise tax receipts No. 348 to No. 374. These checks should have 
applied to receipt numbers 88, 91, 93 and 94 which were written 
at a later date. 


The audit of the 1952 Tax Collector’s cash records, tax com- 
mitment book and excise tax receipts further indicated that tax 
monies collected were not turned over to the Town Treasurer in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 81, Section 105, of 
the Revised Statutes of 1944 which reads in part, as follows: 


“Every collector of taxes shall on the last day of each 
month pay to the treasurer of the town all money col- 
lected by him...” 


With reference to this law, it was noted that Tax Collector’s 
cash sheets No. 4 and No. 5 covered tax receipts No. 38 to No. 
62 and excise tax receipts No. 342 to No. 347 collected during 
the period April 19 to June 22. These receipts, totaling $1,812.31, 
were deposited with the Town Treasurer on July 7, 1952. Tax 
Collector’s cash sheet No. 6 covered tax receipts No. 63 to No. 
84 and excise tax receipts No. 348 to No. 361 which were col- 
lected during the period June 23 to July 20, 1952. These re- 
ceipts, totaling $1,255.70 were deposited with the Town Treas- 
urer on August 18, 1952. 


The audit results indicate that the following suggestions are 
worthy of consideration by the Town Officials: 


All tax and excise tax collections should be recorded 
on cash sheets currently and remitted to the Town 
Treasurer by the last day of each month in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 81, Section 105, Revised 
Statutes of 1944. 

School invoices or payrolls should be approved by a 
majority of the school committee before payment. This 
is required under the provisions of Chapter 37, Sec- 
tions 25 and 78 of the Revised Statutes of 1944. 
Original vendors’ invoices should be on file with the 
Municipal Officers to substantiate all bills paid. 
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ASSETS 


The cash balance of $10,890.56 at February 15, 1952, was re- 
conciled with the bank statements of the Depositors Trust 
Company, Skowhegan, Maine. 


From the records, it was determined that accounts receivable 
totaling $847.80, represents current reimbursable accounts in 
the amount of $633.08 and those applicable to prior years of 
$214.72. The prior years’ accounts cover State of Maine charity 
cases for the years 1949 and 1950 in the amounts of $136.00 and 
$78.72 respectively. It was ascertained that these accounts are 
being carried on the town records inasmuch as proper billings 
have not been rendered to the State Department of Health 
and Welfare. 


Current year taxes receivable in the amount of $1,063.80 were 
checked and reconciled with the records of the Tax Collector 
and Treasurer. 


The tax liens and tax acquired property accounts were re- 
viewed and verified with the Treasurer’s records with no excep- 
tions noted. 


LIABILITIES 


Accounts payable totaled $82.25 at February 15, 1952. Of 
this amount $77.00 was due the W. W. Berry Company, Water- 
ville, Maine, and the amount of $5.25 was an overpayment to 
the Treasurer by the Tax Collector. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


An examination of the departmental accounts revealed that 
unexpended balances at the year end, totaling $149.47, were 
carried forward to the ensuing year. The unexpended balances 
and overdrafts are summarized as follows:

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The unappropriated surplus of the town was decreased by 
$1,128.84, during the year and amounted to $12,802.14 at the 
year end. This decrease is due principally to the excess of 
expenditures over available funds in the amount of $1,122.90. 


REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES 


The examination included a review of cash transactions and 
an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The result of the 
year’s operations showed that expenditures exceeded available 
funds by $1,122.90. Overdrafts were noted in various appro- 
priation accounts; including fire department; snow removal and 
town poor, totaling $211.33, $2,402.82, and $1,021.90 respectively. 
Overdrafts and unexpended balances are summarized as follows:

The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute, except in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities, and then only to 
the extent of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, which is incorporated in the financial state- 
ment as a separate fund, reflects a note of the town which is 
to be retired from future revenue. During the current year a 
note in the amount of $2,000.00 was retired. The long term 
indebtedness of the town at February 15, 1952, consisted of a 
serial note in the amount of $2,000.00. 


TRUST FUNDS 


An examination was made of trust fund investments. All 
income received as far as could be determined had been properly 
accounted for. Income drawn from cemetery perpetual care 
funds which was received into the general fund was not entirely 
expended. 


From this examination, it was noted that in the current year, 
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95 shares of common stock of the American Alliance Insurance 
Company was purchased for the Carroll C. Jones Scholarship 
Fund. This investment does not appear to conform with the 
requirements of Chapter 55, Section 38, of the Revised Statutes 
of 1944. 


It is suggested that a study be made by the Trustess of 
trust fund investments as of February 15, 1952, to determine 
if they comply with the provisions of Chapter 80, Section 106, 
of the Revised Statutes of 1944 and Chapter 55, Section 38, 
Subsections I to IX of the Revised Statutes of 1944, as amended. 


GENERAL 


From an analysis of the Treasurer’s receipts and deposits, 
it was determined that all monies deposited in the bank were 
in agreement with recorded receipts. All disbursements were 
ascertained to have been made by check. 


Excise tax collections were verified by examination of the 
copies retained by the 1951 Collector. Collections totaling 
$3,609.98 were accounted for as follows: 


1951 Taxes (Receipts No. 151 - No. 247) ...... $ 2,303.00 
1952 Taxes (Receipts No. 1 - No. 125) ............. 1,306.98

From the examination of excise tax receipts, it was noted 
that in three instances excess credits had been allowed. It was 
further determined that the excise taxes on 1952 automobiles 
were being computed on 1951 prices. It is believed the town 
would benefit if it procured a current automobile pricebook with 
which to compute excise taxes. 


Corporate surety bonds were furnished by the American Fi- 
delity Company.’ The bonds covering the Tax Collector and 
Treasurer were in the amounts of $10,000.00 each. 


An examination was made of vouchers and payrolls and those 
examined appeared to be for proper charges and correctly re- 
corded. In some instances, however, invoices did not accom- 
pany the school payrolls, nor were school payrolls approved 
by the Superintendent of Schools or by a majority of the School 
Committee. It was also noted the original vendors’ invoices 
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covering other town charges were not on file to support all 
payments made. 


The Town Clerk’s records were examined and it was ascer- 
tained that a vote at the annual town meeting authorized a 
transfer of excise tax monies in the amount of $2,120.00 for 
payment ‘of notes and interest. It was also ascertained that 
the amount of money raised for town purposes as recorded in 
the records was $1,000.00 less. than the amount used by the 
Assessors in computing the Collector’s warrant. This error 
resulted in the overlay being stated by the Assessors as $138.67, 
whereas the correct amount is $1,138.67. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The system 
of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the handling 
of cash, and other matters of financial concern. Revenues and 
expenditures were examined by methods and to the extent 
deemed necessary. Transactions affecting funds held in trust 
by the town were examined. Letters of verification were utilized 
to determine the correctness of taxes receivable and tax lien 
items. Insurance policies and bond coverage were examined. 
The laws pertaining to the financial matters were reviewed 
in connection with administrative responsibility. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules pertaining 
to the financial status of the town. Audit procedures were fol- 
lowed to the extent deemed necessary to develop these state- 
ments. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet and sup- 
porting statements fairly present the financial position of the 
town at February 15, 1952, and the result of its operation for 
the year then ended.
